PES MOINES. June 14. (Special ) Al-
though progress has been greater in recent
years than ever before at th Iowa Agri-
cultural noDege and tha ecttvftie of th
college are reaching out In more direction
tha ervr before, yet under the leadership
of Prof. Holden, Curt la Stanton, McKay.
Panunri and others, preparation ar under
way for a wonderful extension cf work for
the next few yeara The college will make
an exJ.itoU at the state fair In August that
will ran to the attentloa of the farmer
th great work being dona, and tt 1 hoped
that rn thia way there will be Intelligent
aireeTInn given te th reneral demand In
tb state for some new work of special
value ta th farmer. Last winter the ef-
fort of th roller and cf thou Interested
In agricultural education were directed to
securing the four agricultural high school,
but th demand was hot auffloient to secure
these. The effort to secure such schools
win be renewed before th next legislature
with some pror.pect of success.

It is the intention of Prof. Holden of the
stat college to ask for an appropriation
which will enable him to employ a special
agent to do work among the echoole or
the state aS the time. H will work among
tb teacher and at institute and give In-

struction t the teacher how to proceed to

i,
Organise and teach class re In elementary
agriculture. Some work of thla kind haa
been done by Prof. Holden, on Invitation of
progressive county superintendenta, but
there ia demand for a special ajrrnt who
wil devote himself entirely to this work.
It Is stated that there are practically no
aatisfactory text bock to be placed In the
handa cf teacher re latin- - to agriculture

therefore, there is demand for per
sonal direction to teacher aa to how to
proceed. In several oountle of the stat
thl work ha been started n'ready. But

2f,0 o i b state college people cannot afford to
l.ffioon devote much time to thl work with their

limited force.
The plan of th Ame college people to

carry the college to the farms and ts da
tnetrartlon work around th fireside of
the farm homea la an ambltloua one. It la
the Intention to establish a correapondeno
course in agriculture tor Hit work and t
bare It directed by the college faculty. Th
college 1 In touch with something like 40.000

of th young people of the state wh ar
already aaklng for more information In re-
gard te agricultural science. The only way
they can be satisfied ia by establiehment
af aom sort of a correspondence course for
teaching them at their home. The college
I better Atted than any other to do thl
work.

for the Iowa state fair In August despite
tha reported agreement oa the part of the
railroad managers that no reduced ratea
or eaxureion train of any kind are to be
given In state where the far 1

In force. The Iowa far bill goe
bite effect June 1. There i no doubt that
the attendance at the state fair will be re-
duced If there are no rate or special tratn
for th same. The Pea Moines people have
a ocmmlttee named to ce-ope- with the
state fair management la trying te secure
the favor, and they have hop from the
fact that It ia known that the railroad
men thamsclve are not agreed aa to tha
wisdom of adopting a retaliation policy at
tela ttsne.

Tb danger of th ammonia refrigerating
prooea lie la tba great preasur of ex-
panding gaa within tba cooling pipes.

ta resist, theoretically, 1,1X1' pound to
th square inch-- The pressure causes a
certain amount of wear upon the pipes,
especially at tb Joint.
